ANOTHER FR IG H TFU L W ARNING. 
It was a distressingly 
sad 
story 
which the News Review had to chron­ 
icle on Saturday regarding the death 
of a little girl, who had been th e joy 
of a happy household. Caught by cruel 
flames while engaged in childish play, 
the little one was condem ned t6 the 
m ost agonizing death of which the hu­ 
man mind can form any conceptism. 
The end came, not im m ediately, but 
after a night of suffering th at m ust 
have seem ed well-nigh endless to the 
little victim. 
The fact th at death in this form has 
become 
exceedingly 
common 
m iti­ 
gates none of its horrors. This com­ 
m unity has been repeatedly shocked 
In the 
past few m onths by such un­ 
necessary occurrences. 
C ertainly un­ 
necessary; for, as th e News Review 
has pointed out before, a few cents' 
worth of wire, in the form of a screen, 
stretched in front of fire-places, would 
prevent nine-tenths of the deaths th at 
result from burning. There should be 
a law in every state forbidding the 
use of unprotected grates. It would 
save hundreds of lives yearly 
and 
av ert incalculable m isery. 
And law 
or no law, the householder who does 
not see th a t his fire-place has such pro­ 
tection but leaves it as an open death­ 
trap for infancy and helpless old age 
is certainly censurable. 
E ast Liver­ 
pool and vicinity have 
surely 
had 
enough of frightful w arnings so th at 
everybody ought to be convinced of 
the necessity of abolishng the unpro­ 
tected grate. 


A M IN IS TE R ’S BAD BREAK. 
The Rev. Dr. Rainsford, of 
New 
York, used the expression “damned 
ro t” in a speech, and is now being 
called down, both by the press and 
by his brethren in the m inistry.

deserves all the censure he is receiv­ 
ing.
